Arlington 
firemen have a 
large evening 


Four files in one 
night is nearly 
enough, says chief 


Arlington Heights firemen had a 
big night last Friday. “ It was not 
worth w'hile going 
to bed,” says 
Uapt. Stubby Meyer, who 
lives 
within one block of the fire station 
and prides himself on being one 
of the first to answer fire calls. 
The first fire occurred at 10:00 
o’clock 
when 
the 
firemen were 
called to the home of Nels Nyman, 
Palatine rd. and Chestnut st. The 
Palatine rural firemen 
had also 
been called and as it was within 
the latter’s territory, the Arling­ 
ton 
boys 
did 
not 
place 
their 
equipment in service, and confined 
their efforts 
to assisting 
their 
brother firemen. 
Fire No. 2 occurred at 1:30 a. rn. 
The blaze started in a corner of 
the basement of the 
Landmeier 
apartm ents. 
It had burned thru 
the overhead floor to the store­ 
room of the Ben Franklin store. 
The open stairw ay from the base­ 
ment to the apartm ent above, acted 
as a chimney for the smoke which 
invaded many of the apartm ents. 
The firemen awoke all of the ten ­ 
ants and forced their way into one 
apartm ent when they received no 
answer to their alarm. 
Arriving at the scene, the blaze 
was located through a basement 
window. Using a minimum amount 
of water the dam age was slight 
aside from the inconvenience to the 
tenants from the smoke and the 
smoke odor that remained several 
days. 
The Landmeier family give high 
praise to the firemen for the way 
in which they handled the fire and 
the way they “cleaned” up the 
place after fire clanger was over. 
Fire No. 3 occurred at 2:30 a. rn.

on May 4, 5, 6 and 7, the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States will 
issue W ar Ration Book I to every 
man, woman and child, with few’ 
exceptions. Through the rationing 
of sugar our government controls 
the amount of sugar every individ­ 
ual consumer and every seller or 
bulk user can buy. This rationing 
assures two things: th at the na­ 
tion’s w ar needs for sugar will be 
met, and met first; and that all 
the sugar available after that will 
be fairly divided between all civil­ 
ian users in the United States. For 
consumers who use sugar in their 
households, to eat or to cook with, 
this will mean literally share and 
share alike. 
The ration book is a folder con­ 
taining 28 ration stamps. 
Each 
stamp will perm it the holder to 
buy a fixed amount of sugar in a 
fixed period of time. The amounts 
and time will be fixed and an­ 
nounced by the government. They 
will be the same for everybody. At 
present each person is allowed one 
pound every two weeks. 
Each 
stamp permits the holder to buy 
one pound. 
A fter these ration 
books are issued no consumer can 
buy any more sugar 
than 
the 
stam p is good for. 
W ithout the 
stamp you cannot buy any sugar 
at all.

The cost of vaccinations in this 
program will be 50 cents. 
W ar is the signal to mobilize 
against illness as well as against 
the enemy. 
President Roosevelt’s 
May day Child Health day proc­ 
lamation for immunizing all chil­ 
dren nine months and 
over, is a 
health 
measure 
of 
protection 
against 
smallpox. 
Working 
to­ 
ward this objective, the board of 
health and the Arlington Heights 
Health Center are cooperating in 
sponsoring a vaccination program 
among high school elementary and 
pre-school children. 
Smallpox in the United States 
has been almost entirely eradicat­ 
ed by vaccination, although last 
year over 1,000 
cases were re­ 
ported. Since any relaxation of ef­ 
forts to protect tile children from 
this disease, cap open the door 
for its return, public health au­ 
thorities are 
urging 
vaccination 
protection of all. and 
especially 
children to avoid outbreaks of dis­ 
ease such as occurred following 
World W ar I. 
At that time ap­ 
proximately 200,000 cases occur­ 
red in a period of two years, all 
of which could have been prevent­ 
ed if the simple measures of vac­ 
cination had been given. 
Local doctors are 
cooperating 
with the Board of Health and the 
Health Center in giving vaccina­ 
tions in the schools and it is hoped 
that every parent will heed the 
President’s proclamation and have j Those who cannot qualify on that 
his child vaccinated.

Arlington Heights thru its plan­ 
ning commission, zoning board and 
village board passed a resolution 
Monday evening approving the lo­ 
cation of the proposed airport, but 
qualified that approval writh a res­ 
olution 
asking 
that 
the 
Cook 
County Zoning Board rezone for 
airport purposes, only, the lands 
that the navy or the government 
needs in the present emergency 
and that after 
the end of 
the 
emergency the land 
be 
rezoned 
back to its present uses. The pur­ 
pose of the resolution was to place 
on record the disapproval of Ar­ 
lington Heights 
to the possible 
labor acquirement by private in­ 
terests of the 
proposed airport 
property. 
Whereas the Cook County Zon­ 
ing Board of Appeals on the 16th 
day of April, 1942, 
held public 
hearings in 
the Town 
of Elk 
Grove. Wheeling and Palatine, on 
the proposal to amend the County 
Zoning Ordinance to extend the 
territory heretofore zoned for avia­ 
tion and airport uses, which wrould

Our own children? 


A child, lost in the night, cold, 
hungry, terrified, would bring out 
policemen, 
firemen, Boy Scouts, 
neighbors and men 
who never 
heard of the child. 
The story 
of an unprotected child whose life 
might be gone before 
morning 
would be on the front page of 
this newspaper, regardless of what 
was happening on our war fronts. 
No mother or father would read 
that story casually. 
That is as it 
should be. Any child in this town 
whose life is in danger is the 
quick and deep concern of every 
single one of us. 
But there are 
children in this town — perhaps 
our own children — who are in 
danger of losing their lives or of 
being injured for life. 
A thorough 
search for these 
children is being made right now 
by the Tuberculosis Institute of 
Chicago and Cook county as part 
of its annual Early Diagnosis Cam­ 
paign. 
No child is safe from 
tuberculosis as long as there is 
one single child in our schools 
who has the disease in contagious 
form. 
And we must continually 
bear in mind that tuberculosis can 
be in an advanced stage before 
any symptoms appear. 
And even the symptoms are insi­ 
dious. 
Too easily can they be 
assigned to a tired and run-down 
condition. 
The most usual symp­ 
toms are a cough that hangs on, 
fatigue, loss of weight and indi­ 
gestion.

You will have to convince 
the Local 
Rationing Board that 
there was a good reason for your 
not registering. 
In other words, 
the burden of proof falls on you 
and not on the board. 
They are 
not required to issue you a Ration 
Book after the regular registra­ 
tion days.

Need I register if I have 
a large supply or sugar on hand? 
A. 
Decidedly. 
Q. 
Will the Government take 
Christ from me that sugar I now have 
on hand? 
A. 
You can keep the amount 
that you have on hand, but will 
not be allowed to buy more sugar 
until you have used up your stock 
to the legal limit and at the per­ 
missible rate.

Can a family unit register 
for a servant? 
A. 
No. 
The servant should 
apply for his own or her own 
War Ration Book One.

How many pounds of sugar 
can one have on hand at the time 
of registration and still receive 
a Ration Book?

If one has on hand more 
than 6 pounds of sugar, no War 
Ration Book will be issued tem­ 
porarily.

The week's developments: 
The Farm

Rural mail car­

All production of farm 
machinery and equipment requir­ 
ing rubber tires will be stopped 
JuW 31. 
Sugar — - Only one person from 
each family group is to go to the 
nearest elementary school May 4, 
5, 6, and 7 to register for consumer 
sugar rationing. 
That one person 
registers for ali members of the 
family, and should come prepared 
with these facts: 
1. The exact name of each fam ­ 
ily member. 
2. The height, weight, color of 
eyes, color of hair, age and sex of 
each member. 
A person who registers must 
state his or her relationship to the 
other family members. 
It is nec­ 
essary to know to the pound just 
how much sugar is in possession 
of the household. The amount of 
sugar will be divided by the num­ 
ber of persons in the family units 
and stam ps will be torn out by 
the registrar for all sugar in ex­ 
cess of two pounds per person.

Th<j 
appropriations 
bills

swiftly on through Congress.

necessary military purposes. 
We 
are determined th at every Am er­ 
ican fighting man must be the 
best and most abundantly'equipped 
on earth.

During

days 
F arm Adviser C. A. Hughes h is 
been meeting with a few of the 
high schools in Chicago and sub­ 
urban towns to find the interest 
there in some of the older boys 
in going out on farm s to work 
this summer. Apparently there will 
be a number who have signified 
their 
interest. 
These 
are 
boys 
who ordinarily 
would 
not think 
of going on farm s and they are 
actuated by patriotic motives and 
may be expected to do their best 
in 
this 
present 
emergency. 
In 
our opinion in Chicago and the 
suburban towns 
several hundred 
very good prospects are in view 
who' may be potential sources of 
labor supply. 


“ In 
our 
contact 
boys,” 
states 
Farm 
A. Hughes, “we have 
they should go on to 
realizing they are 


with these 
Adviser 
C. 
pointed out 
these farm s 
unskilled and 
where they are 
employed they 
may be expected only to start on 
manual work such as cleaning out 
dairy barns, possibly doing some 
of 
the 
feeding, 
cleaning 
milk 
cans, cutting weeds, and working 
on vegetable farm s weeding, hoe­ 
ing, 
and 
harvesting 
vegetable 
crops. 
It has been 
made plain 
hours of work on farm s are long 
and there is exposure to dirt, heat, 
and a number of oilier things that 
may not be as pleasant as they 
would expect. At the same time 
we wish to point out to farm ers 
th at these boys should be given a 
fair trial and that a great many 
of them may be expected to* devel­ 
op into fairly good farm hands. 
“ Regarding 
wages 
we 
have 
pointed out they should all expect 
to 
start 
with 
rather 
modest 
wages and possibly if any more is 
to be paid it will be after they 
have 
demonstrated 
their 
ability 
and 
seriousness 
in 
doing 
farm 
Work. At a recent meeting a t­ 
tended a representative of the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio Railroad stated 
that during the last war several 
thousand boys from this area were 
sent into this and other states and 
that for the most *part about 80 
per cent of them proved satisfact­ 
ory and many returned to work 
on the same farm the following 
year. While this is not a source 
of help that farm ers would or­ 
dinarily rely upon it must be re­ 
membered that these 
are war 
times and this is about the most 
reliable source of labor that farm ­ 
ers can depend upon. 
“Much of the labor that will be 
available for farm s 
from other 
fields is help that has not been 
able to find a place in industry 
and much of it are composed of 
undesirables that a farm er would 
not care to have in his family. 
However, these town boys come 
from average homes and the un­ 
desirable factor of other tvnes of 
labor 
would 
not 
necessarily 
be 
true of this source of help. One 
thing that we have been rather 
surprised about is that most of 
these boys are fairly large anti 
practically all of them have had 


athletic experience. 
We believe 
that farm ers 
may expect these 
boys to do a reasonable amount 
of work, and these boys should be 
given a lair trial. They are not 
to" be expected to know very much 
about a farm , yet most of them 
are intelligent and with a little 
attention and explanation of work 
to be done on farm s they will do 
their very best. 
“Cards are being mailed to all 
farm ers explaining the situation 
and they may make application on 
these cards which they will get 
in the mail in a very few days. 
Just 
how 
the 
contact 
between 
these boys and the farm ers will 
be made we do not know at the 
present time but sotne means will 
be worked out where farm ers and 
this type of help can come in 
contact with each other and make 
their bargains. 
“A 
number of girls of high 
school 
age 
also 
indicated 
their 
willingness 
ti* 
work 
on 
farms. 
These girls that we have seen j 
are fairly strong, and they are j 
being instructed 
not to expect 
work on a farm under the accept­ 
ed farm erette idea. We think a 
number of them can possibly be 
useful on vegetable 
farms and 
some have 
indicated their will­ 
ingness to go on farm s largely 
as help in the farm home. Most 
of these schools will be closing 
the first part of June up until 
the latter part of June. At this 
time this labor will be available 
and the possibilities are as the 
present emergency develops that 
many of these schools will give 
this help who have proven sat­ 
isfactory and found places on the 
farm a few’ weeks off in the fall 
of the year to assist ^’arm ers over 
the peak 
period 
in harvesting 
their crops. 
“This labor will not be made 
available to Cook County alone but 
to all 
counties 
that * wish 
it. 
Therefore, we wish to make it 
clear th at if application 
is not 
made in plenty of time that this 
labor will bi1 moved to territories 
where requests for it have been 
made. We have also learned that 
a number of 
these town boys 
have already been working d ur­ 
ing vegetable and 
fruit picking 
seasons in Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin and the reports ihat *ve have 
received from 
these territories 
have been th at on the whole this 
type of help has been very 
isfactorv.” 


‘Baby Pig’disease 


best controlled 
if caught early 


Being 
on 
the alert 
for first 
signs of the trouble is the farm ­ 
er’s best protection against deadly 
“baby pig” disease, according to 
animal pathologists of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
“ If the owner promptly recog­ 
nize.-' the symptoms of 
baby pig 
'disease, he has a good civ-ace of 
saving the affected litter by hand 
feeding corn sirup solution and 
cow’s milk.” 
Unless this and other diseases 
of y o u n g pigs are controlled, JO 
out" of every IOO pigs born this 
spring will die before they are 
weaned, the authorities predicted. 
In view of the needed IO per cent 
increase in pork production under 
the w ar program, such losses will 
be more costly ITI Un ever, it 
pointed out. 
To help prevent them, the 
lego has just released a new 
lication, “Save Baby Pigs.” 
First 
symptoms o‘f 
baby 
disease art* described as shiver­ 
ing, dullness and lack of appe­ 
tite. 
The disease, called acute 
poglycemia by veterinarians, oc­ 
curs in apparently normal pigs 24 
to 72 hours of age and occasion­ 
ally 80 to OO hours or slightly 
older. The pigs tend to wander 
away from the sow and their lit­ 
ter mates and burrow under the 
bedding. When disturbed, they em ­ 
it a weak squeal. Their hair stands 
upright, their skin 
is cold and 
they finally lapse into a co'ma. 
Within 24 to 36 hours after the 
first symptoms appear, several or 
all of the sick pigs in the litter 
are usually dead. 
Further information concerning 
the control and prevention of baby 
pig disease is available in the cir­ 
cular, which may be obtained free 
from county farm advisers or the 
university.

'There arc two ways to prevent 
cutworms from cutting up in the 
garden — poison 
the worms or 
barricade

plants — victory 
gardeners were advised today by 
H. B. Petty, extension entomolo­ 
gist of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
“Remember that cutworms are 
night workers and that they are 
most likely to bother victory g a r­ 
dens where sod or crop refuse has 
been recently,” Petty said. “ Re­ 
member also that cutworms have 
done the dirty work if the plants 
are cut off completely above or be­ 
low the ground.” 
Here are Petty’s recommenda-

Management is key 
to farm profit 


“The earnings of farm ers for 
1941 
are 
thought 
to 
be 
fairly 
high. However from a casual ex­ 
perience 
with 
the 
Income 
Tax, 
this, in our opinion, is about the 
situation,” states Farm Adviser C. 
A. Hughes. 
“This year most farm ers are 
taking their depreciation and prac­ 
tically all the expenses that they 
have, yet only about one out of 
four pay any Income Tax. This 
would indicate to us that about 
25 per cent of the farm ers must 
have gross incomes of $1,500, about 
50 per cent probably have a gross 
income 
of 
$2,000 
and 
another 
25 per cent around $2,500. The 
average family has about two de­ 
pendents which would make these 
figures somewheres in the neigh­ 
borhood that they are. 
“The average dairy farm rep­ 
resents a total 
investment of 
around $25,000 which at 6 per 
cent will yield about $1,500. This 
represents the amount of income 
1 in the low 25 per cent group. In 
this case the labor of the farm er 
and his fam ily would be taken for 
their living. It is not until we 
get up into the 25 per cent that 
paid Income Tax do we find any 
able to pay for the labor 6 per j 
cent on investment and the fam ­ 
ily living. 
Ordinarily average farm income 
is low, and were it not for fam ­ 
ily labor, farm s as a rule could 
not keep going. Certainly labor at 
market rates could not be em ­ 
ployed on the average farm, 
factor that makes for profit not 
generally recognized is clearly re­ 
vealed’ by a study of Incomee Tax 
reports* Good crop yields, low la­ 
bor costs, efficiently handled live 
stock make for farm profits. The 
m anagement of a farm is the all 
im portant factor 
in determining 
profit or loss on a 
farm.'’

seed from injury by the chemical, 
warns Benjamin Koehler, crop di­ 
sease specialist of the University 
of Illinois (jjpllege of Agriculture. 
Koehler says to use only one- 
half ounce of Ceresan for each 
bushel of seed, and it’s best to 
apply it only a day or two before 
planting time. 
If ifs necessary 
to store the treated seed longer, he (^ " 
recommends spreading it out to 
air in a layer not more than six 
inches deep. 
These treatment** are available 
at many of the seed houses and 
at farm adviser’s offices, accord­ 
ing to Koehler.

Spring oiiensive 
on farm must be 
at top efficiency 


As official spring heralds the 
opening offensive for the greatest 
farm production year in 
history, 
labor shortages and acreage boosts 
make it imperative that farm ers 
operate more efficiently than ever 
before. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
important 
equipment items is the corn plant­ 
er. 
A. S. Paydon, extension engi­ 
neer of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says a few 
miniutes spent in checking the fol­ 
lowing items may save time and 
money later this spring: 
1. Clean up external clutch parts 
and replace those badly worn. 
On 
enclosed gear box type planters, 
make sure that the proper oil level 
is maintained with a light lubri­ 
cating oil. 
2. 
Worn check arm s are exceed­ 
ingly hard on planter wire—-re­ 
place the arm s and save the wire. 
3. 
Be .sure all valves are free 
from cobwebs and clods, and oper­ 
ate freely.

4. 
Perfect hill checks are im­ 
possible unless the proper planter 
plates are used. 
Seed corn and 
implement dealers have plate rec­ 
ommendations. 
Check the plates 
as you plant to make sure they 
are doing the job right. 
5. 
Most planters will give ex-" 
celient cross checks if adjusted 
and operated correctly. 
See the 
planter instruction book for the 
distance the hill should drop be­ 
hind the wire button. 
6. 
Planting with a tight wire 
is not only hard on the wire but 
also on the planter, the team and 
the driver. 
With proper adjust­ 
ments a reasonably loose wire will 
usually give as good or better re­ 
sults. 
7. 
Fertilizer attachm ents, if not 
properly cleaned, become very bad­ 
ly rusted—often resulting in the 
necessary replacement of parts ev­ 
ery year or two. 
8. 
Stringing of hits may be 
caused by faulty valve operation 
or by badly worn planter shoes or 
furrow openers.
